Fnnual Report. 


In presenting our annual report we would call attention to 
anew page added, headed a ‘*‘Comparison of Expenditures 
This Year With Last,” and to the figures relating to highways, 
which sum for both years includes repairing highways, build- 
ing new streets, building new sidewalks and repairing old, 
building railings, repairing bridges and culverts. The total 
sum expended in this department is in excess of last year and 
is due to the increase in sidewalk expenditures, the loss of two 
of the town’s horses, and the storms which caused a number of 
washouts. The expenditure for electric hghts has also in- 
creased, but this was to be expected, under the vote of the 
town at its last annual meeting. 

LAW SUITS. 

The past year the suit of Durkee, Davis & Drake against 
the town bas been settled by a victory for the town, at a cost of 
$201.70, court and counsel fees. This suit was brought against 
the town in 1891. Durkee, Davis & Drake claimed that L. W. 
Gallond owed them for liquors bought, while Liquor Agent for 
the town. | | 

The town is defendant in the suits brought by James 5S. 
Butler and Morrill & Merrill, for alleged encroachment on 
their Jand, and the unlawful laying out of highways by the Ne- 
lectmen in 1892.* These suits are now before the Judge for 
decision, which up to the present time has not been rendered. 
The court and counsel fees in this case will cost the town not 
less than $400. 
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Our town, with others throughout the state, was made de- 
fendant in the ‘‘Guide Board cases’’. Peterborough, a defend- 
ant in a like suit, has had a hearing before the court, and the 
decision was against the town. 

The town is concerned in another case. In 1896 the 
Selectmen, in conjunction with the Selectmen of Henniker, 
laid out a road over the land of Eva Beard. She coasidered 
the damages awarded small, and brought suit. The annual 
warrant contains an article in regard to this road. 

Your Selectmen in 1896 laid out a street passing over the 
land of Dr. S. O. Bowers, and he was aggrieved and brought 
suit. Your Selectmen compromised by paying more than they 
considered the value of the land taken, sooner than burden the 
town with one of the most expensive of expenditures—a law 
suit. * 

NEW TOWN OFFICE. 

A new office has been secured for the use of the town, in 
which there is room for all the town officers, the police court 
room, and the Precinct officers. Here will also be found the 
new and commodious vault for the preservation of the town ' 
records. The cost of building the vault and furnishing the new 
office was something over $500, and should the town ever 
arrive at the dignity of a building of its own, this property can 
be removed ; and is in fact one of the town’s assets, although 
not counted in the summing up of our financial condition. 


TOWN POOR. 


The cost for aid to the poor is less than last year, and is a 
fact of which the town may justly feel proud. Not from the 
fact that the expenditure was small, but in the knowledge that 
we as a people are blessed with prosperity. 

DEBT. 


Our net debt has been decreased the present year $1302.72, 
which, in view of increased expenditures, we think a most sat- 
isfactory showing. 

In conclusion. we would say that we have endeavored to 
be economical, without being niggardly, and our reportis before 
vou for your inspection. To our critics we would say, help, 
advise and assist the incoming board, and refrain from fault- 
finding and backbiting, then we shall see ourselves a model 
town, our laws enforced and our finances flourishing. 


TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE, 

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, in the County of Hills- 
borough, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: You are hereby no- 
tiffed to meet at Childs’ Opera House, in said town, on Tuesday, the eighth 
day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
hia subjects: 

To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, 
niece of Taxes, Highway Agent, Trustee of Fuller Public Li- 
brary for two years, and all other necessary town officers or agents. 

3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen and Town Treasurer 
and Tax Collector to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Audit- 
ors, Agents, Committees, or other town ‘officers, heretofore chos- 
en or appointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

3. oO raise ‘such sums of money as may be necessary to meet 
the current expenses of the town and apply‘ upon the principal 
and interest of the town debt. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
building and repairing highways, bridges and culverts. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
building and repairing sidewalks. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for school 
purposes, other than that required by law, or pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

7. Tosee if the town will vote to appropriate asum of money 
not exceeding fifty dollars, to Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to 
be used Memorial Day. 

8. To see if the town will vote that no liquor agent or agents 
shall be appointed for the ensuing year. 

9. To see if the town will vote to reduce the salary of the 
Judge of the Police Court to one hundred dollars. 

10. Tosee if the town will vote to appointa Night Watchinan, 
at an expense not to exceed one dollar and fifty cents per night, 
or pass any vote relating thereto. 

11. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars from Caroline M. Burnham, on condition that the 
town will forever care for the lot and monumentin Deering Ceme- 
tery, known as the Dr. A. C. Burnham lot. 

12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the highway laid 
out upon the 31st day of December, 1896, upon petition of Eva M. 
Beard and others, by the joint Board of Selectmen for the town of 
Henniker, in the County of Merrimack, and the town of Hillsbor- 
ough, in the County of Hillsborough,to wit: The highway beginning 
at a stake and stones near the gate on the highway leading from 
William Beard’s place in Henniker to the easterly end of the cov- 
ered bridge that crosses the Contoocook River on the South Road 
leading from Henniker to Hillsboro’ Bridge, in Hillsborough, and 
authorize the Selectmen to file a petition with the Supreme Court 
for its consent to the discontinuance of said highway. 

13. To see if the town will vote to permit a Private Bowling 
Alley to be maintained in the basement of the National bank 
lock to be erected on School Street. 

14. Toseeif the town will vote to continue the present by-laws 
in force, prohibiting cattle and horses from running at large in 
the highways. 

15. To transaci all other business which may legally come 


before the meeting.

Special School District. 


Our schools today are in good condition and good work is 
being done. At the opening of the fall term it was found nec- 
essary to engage a new teacher, owing to the increase in the 
attendance, and the hall has been used as a recitation room. 
Drawing was introduced during the fall term, under the super- 
vision of Miss Jennie Butler, and a cominendable progress has 
been observed. We have been unable to make satisfactory 
arrangements for teaching music, but we think we can arrange 
for its introduction in the spring term. 

-We wish to thank the teachers for the honest, conscientious 
manner in which they are all, without exception, doing their 
work. ‘They are giving abundant evidence that they are striy- 
ing daily to raise the standard of the schools, and showing that 
their real interest is in their work, without which a perfunctory 
hearing of lessons is of little value. 

We desire to urge upon the parents a better co-operation 
with the teachers in the work of the school. Visitors are 
welcome at all times, and criticism by those who visit is always 
aceeptable. 


We regret to see that many of the parents, unwittingly we 
presume, interfere very mnch with securing the best results 
from our schools by allowing their children to stay out of 
school on frivolous excuses, or ever for no excuse at all except 
that the child asks to do so. In our graded schools, the work 
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cannot wait for the convenience of those who are constantly 
absent, but must go right on, each day’s work as planned. 
Consequently the pupil who is absent loses entirely the lessons 
during that absence, and that loss is felt all through the work 
of the term. We wish the parents would realize the need of a 
constant and punctual attendance of their children during the 
school term and appreciate the fact that they are doing their 
children great harm in allowing them to stay out of school when 
not absolutely necessary. While on this subject, and for the 
benefit of a very few who, we are forced to say, are negligent 
inthis matter, we beg to quote the following extract from the 
Rules and Regulations : 

‘-Tardiness shall be considered equivalent to one-fourth 
day’s absence; and any scholar, in any but the three lowest 
grades of school, whose absence and tardiness shall amount to 
seven days in any term, or who shall have left school before 
the close of a term, shall cease to be a member of the school, 
and shall be re-admitted only by the written consent of the 
board, on condition of making up within reasonable time the 
lessons lost.” 

During the past year a new set of tubes has been put into 
the boiler, and two rooms have been provided with slate black- 
boards. Two rooms still have the old blackboards, which 
should be replaced with slate during the coming year. The 
floors of the rooms in the older part of the school house are 
badly worn and should be renewed. 

During the past year the last payment has been made on 
the building loan, so that there will be quite a saving in the 
amount to be raised in the ensuing year.

The school year has been one of unusual prosperity in the 
schools. While it cannot reasonably be expected that the 
schools in the outlying districts should attain to that proficiency 
achieved in graded schools, it is certainly desirable that the 
children reveive the best instruction possible for the money ‘ex- 
pended. With this thought in mind, we endeavored to employ 
the best teachers attainable, and we believe with but few ex- 
ceptions with good results. In general, the teachers have en- 
deavored to do all in their power for the benefit of the schol- 
ars. We believe it is goud policy to retain a teacher as long as 
that teacher fills the bill; as it matters not how efficient the 
- newcomer may be, more or less time is lost on the prelimina- 

ries, while the former, fully understanding the progress made 
during the preceding term, is amply prepared to resume the 
work at once. 

The scholars generally have manifested .a desire for im- 
provement and an interest in study. We think the supple~ 
mentary reading matter introduced into the schools during the 
past two vears has been appreciated by the pupils, as well as 
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by all others concerned. We are influenced very much by 
what we read, then let us place good, practical and instructive 
reading before our children in the schools, as well as in the 
homes. 

It is not forgotten that character is more than scholarship, 
that ‘‘Life is the greatest of the arts,” that education means 
knowing how to live so as not to fail of life’s great 
end; and, although we cannot furnish warm dinners for the 
pupils, we are willing to see that everything is done for their 
welfare and well-being so far as it is in our power. Conse- 
quently, if the parents or citizens find that the children are not 
being properly cared for, we should deem it a courtesy if they 
would notify us at the time and not through the local paper 
after the schools are closed. We have had very little com- 
plaint from the parents during the past year, perhaps none 
which was unjustifiable, and we desire to thank them for their 
hearty co-operation with us in the school work. We have en-, 
deavored in all cases to ascertain the feelings of the parents 
with regard to the several teachers and, with one or two excep- 
tions, have received the most favorable reports. 


We have endeavored to use the school money as judicious- 
ly as possible, in order to obtain the greatest amount of s: hool- 
ing, and succeeded in obtaining on an average 26 22-37 weeks.
